Holstein Auction Sales of 1945 


First $4,000,000 Year Since 1920— 
11,992 Head Averages $348. 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


The Holstein auction sale business in the U. S. in 
1945 was big business. For the first time in a quarter 
century, and the third time in the whole history of the 
preed the $4,000,000 mark was surpassed. In 212 sales 
reported 11,992 head were sold for $4,173,232.50, to 
make an over-all average of $348. This compares with 
the 1944 figure of $327 for 11,909 head, $343.27 for 
9.190 head in 1943, and $372 for 18,836 head in 1920.

The over-all picture of Holstein sales in 1945 was 
considerably more sound than was the case in 1920, the 
only year recording a higher general average. The 
level of prices was much better distributed in 1945— 
and there was much less violent speculation en credit. 
While we had no sales to compare with the St. Paul 
National in June 1920, in which 237 head sold for an 
average of $3,075. (adding some $35 a head to the 
Seneral average of the 18,836 animals sold during the 
year), we did have a much smaller percentage of sales 
in the lower brackets. In-1920, 6.2% of all the numer- 
ous auctions reported averaged less than $150. . In 1945 
there were none reported. 
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As compared to the previous high years, there were in 
1945 only 12 or 5.6% of the sales showing averages 
under $200. In 1944, the figure was 7% and in 1943 
it was 11%. In 1920 the comparable figure was 23%— 
nearly one-quarter of all the sales held that year. 

Table II shows the comparative distribution of sale 
averages in the various price brackets for these four 
high years of the industry.

Analysis of Sale Catalogs 
All sales for which catalogs have been made avail- 
able, are summarized by age, sex, etc. These figures 
appear with the individual sale reports as published 
through the year. For 1945 we received catalogs of 208 
sales, in which 11,679 animals were sold for a total of 
$4,072,310, to make an average of $348, the same as 
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15,400

the general averaged reached for all the sales of the 
year for which reports could be secured. A few sub- 
mitted sale totals, without the complete detail. 

We present in Table IV the results of this composite 
tabulation. A word of explanation may be in order. For 
many years it has been the practice in Holstein gales to 
include in the sale totals the prices of baby calves, gojg 
with their dams, but without figuring these young Calves 
as separate lots, even though they are customarily solq 
separately. The reason for this was that as many ¢op. 
signment sales aim to include many fresh cows, the 
accompanying large number of baby calves ranging from 
a day to several weeks old, including some young py 
calves at veal prices, tended to present a distorted Die- 
ture of the market. These calf prices were accordingly 
lumped with their dams. As prices of young calves in- 
creased in recent years, such lumping gave an eXagger- 
ated picture of average cow prices. Accordingly for the 
past several years we have been totalling the baby calves 
separately and presenting that information, but not adq- 
ing their numbers to the total of lots sold. It makes q 
few dollars difference in the over-all average (a little 
over $8 this year) but has seemed to us to make the 
clearest representation of the actual picture.

Value of Production Records 
Substantially higher prices continue to be paid for 
animals with records and from record dams. The fig- 
ures, shown in Table VI show the very striking differ- 
ences that buyers are willing to pay for proven produc- 
tion. As in the past the animals with AR records and 
AR dams stand highest by a wide margin, with HIR 
records and DHIA (CTA) records next, all consistently 
and materially higher than where records are lacking 
entirely. Table VI is about as strong an argument as 
could possibly be found in favor of more testing for 
production. We let the tabulation speak for itself. 
Nearly every category is higher than in 1944.

However, for the record it should be stated here that 
these two fixture events—the All-Canadian and the Can- 
adian National—set up new high marks. The All-Can- 
adian sold 76 head for an average of $1,807, with a

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The Rambler Visits Carnation Again 


Dear M. S. P.: 


Your suggestion that I visit Carna- 
tion Farms on my return trip from 
the Rose Bowl was certainly a swell 
idea. Believe it or not, the writer 
spent a total of 31 hours flying time 
and 45 hours “‘sitting’’ time on his 
recent trip to Pasadena, San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Seattle. To be- 
gin with, Maurice, I left home bright 
and early Christmas day for Chicago. 
We left Chicago by TWA at 3:30

Kansas City that day, and arrived at 
Kansas City 20 minutes after Presi- 
dent Truman arrived. Stayed at the 
airport until 9:30 p. m., when we 
shoved off for Los Angeles, via Wich- 
ita, Albuquerque and Phoenix. Ar- 
rived at Los Angeles the next morn- 
ing at 7 a. m. 

The Rose Bowl parade was swell 
but the game was “lousy.” South- 
ern California is without doubt the 
poorest football team that ever 
played in any of the eight “bowl 
games” that we have seen. Wednes- 
day (day after New Year’s) found 
“yours truly” at the Burbank airport 
at6a.m. We sat there until about

Remember way back, Maurice, 
when “Old Sir Piet’ had 16 over 
800 lbs. of fat and we thought that 
it would be a long time before any 
other bull ever exceeded that mark? 
Now Rube says, quote, “Governor of 
Carnation will have a larger per- 
centage of his tested daughters with 
records of over 1000 lbs. fat than 
any other bull that ever lived.’’ Well, 
we shall see about that, Mr. Rube.

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Against the Direct-Ratio-To-Fat Method 
Of Paying For Fluid Milk 


By E. G. MISNER, Professor of Farm Management at 
Cornell University—Prepared Especially for Publication 
in the Holstein-Friesian World 


The direct-ratio-to-fat method of 
pricing milk serves very poorly in 
any present-day milk market. 


Some one said “I always believed 
in calling a spade a spade until one 
dropped on my toe the other day’’. 
So, in the past, I have believed in con- 
servatively stating that payment for 
whole milk on a pound of fat basis 
was an unfair method of price-mak- 
ing for milk producers who deliver 
whole milk, from all or part of which 
the solids-not-fat as well as the fat 
are used either for manufacturing 
purposes or for fluid milk or cream. 
Today, with a higher utilization and 
price for milk solids-not-fat than 
ever before, I am ready to call that 
method of paying for milk something 
worse than unfair. When the value 
of the solids-not-fat in milk is pro- 
rated to producers on the basis of 
the fat in the milk, the amount taken 
from the producers of moderate test 
milk, which has a high ratio of sol- 
ids-not-fat to fat, is a sizeable sum 
of money to which they are entitled 
but do not receive by the direct- 
ratio-to-fat method of payment. At 
the same time, producers of high test 
milk receive more for their solids- 
not-fat than the commercial or food 
value of that part of their milk 
by direct-ratio-to-fat. Moderate test 
milk, with its higher ratio of solids- 
not-fat to fat, on which children and 
calves admittedly do better than on 
milk of extremely high fat content 
should not be penalized in this man- 
ner. The question is solely an eco- 
nomic one of paying for all of the 
constituents of milk according to 
the value of all of the constituents 
instead of according to the value of 
only a part of those constituents; 
rather than a question of breed pro- 
motion. It is purely a matter of 
‘Givin’ the divil ’is dues’’. 

Peaches and Prunes 

Paying for whole milk on a pound 
of fat basis where the solids-not-fat 
as well as the fat in the milk are all 
utilized by the handler is as partial 
as paying a fruit producer for a 
mixed load of peaches and prunes on 
the basis of the quantity of peaches 
only, disregarding the quantity of 
the prunes, but including their value. 

For example, two fruit growers,— 
Peter and Paul—each deliver to a 
cooperative a mixed load of peaches 
and prunes with quantities and val- 
ues as follows: 


If the total value of the two loads 
is returned to the growers on the 
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Peaches @ $3 per bushel 
Prunes @ $1 per bushel 


Total value of each load 
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basis of the quantity of peaches only, 
the returns would be as follows: 


Total value of 2 loads, $45 divided by 
9 bushels of peaches = $5 per 
bushel of peaches. 

Value of Peter’s load at $5 per bushel 
of peaches, 4 @ $5 = $20. 

Value of Paul’s load at $5 per bushel 
of peaches, 5 @ $5 = $25. 


Peter, with the smaller proportion 
of peaches, does not receive what he 
is entitled to under the above plan; 
in fact, he is robbed of $1, while 
Paul receives $1 more than is due 
him. 

The direct-ratio-to-fat method of 
paying producers for milk on the 
basis of that part of the energy value 
which rises to the top of the bottle is 
about as sensible as paying a fruit 
producer for a mixed load of prunes 
and peaches on the quantity of 
peaches he delivers. 

Use Determines Value 

Data on the cost of producing fluid 
milk when reported in terms of the 
cost per pound of fat are misleading 
as to the cost in terms of the energy 
furnished by the milk. At an equal 
cost per pound of milk fat, the pro- 
duction cost per unit of energy in 
milk is less for moderate than for 
high fat content milk. The same 
arguments against expressing price 
on a direct-ratio-to-fat basis hold 
against reporting costs of producing 
milk on a pound of fat basis. Milk 
and cream sold for fluid use are not 
paid for by the consumer on a pound 
of fat basis but on a volume basis. 
The producer should be paid in the 
same way for that milk. Milk manu- 
factured into butter and skim powder 
is not sold entirely on a fat basis; 
the producer should be paid for it 
according to the manner in which 
it is sold. 

About 20 per cent of the import- 
ant city fluid milk markets of the 
country, mostly in the western states, 
and a large number of manufactur- 
ing cooperatives and handlers still 
pay producers for milk on the direct- 
ratio-to-fat basis. In fluid milk mar- 
kets, that part of the price of milk 
to producers now received out of the 
Federal treasury as a consumer sub- 
sidy to provide cheap food for the 
cities is paid without regard to fat 
content, But it is hard to believe 
that this country will continue long 
to pay part of its consumers’ food 








seems equally certain that, because 
of high wages and high other Costs 
which the milk producer now Days 
what is now subsidy must, when the 
subsidy is reduced or removed, at 
once become a part of the ‘market 
price of milk, if demoralization of 
the milk production resources of the 
country is to be prevented. 
Western Market Problems 

The freezing of payments to pro- 
ducers of milk on the pound of fat 
basis in west coast areas by the Fed- 
eral government has promulgated 
and continued this inconsistency pe- 
yond the time when it would nor- 
mally have been discontinued. By 
this method of payment, a large 
amount of money has been kept 
from producers of moderate test 
milk in western and central western 
markets especially during recent 
years to the benefit of other pro- 
ducers. 


The California Bureau of Milk 
Control has recently presented for 
discussion among California pro- 
ducers and handlers a method of 
pricing fluid milk on a _ hundred- 
weight of milk basis based on the 
commercial value of fat and solids- 
not-fat.1/ To illustrate the magni- 
tude of the sum of money involved 
in this question of pricing on solids 
rather than on fat alone attention is 
called to the fact that the new meth- 
od would pay $3.67 a hundred 
pounds for 3.5 test milk as com- 
pared to $3.50 when fat is $1.00 a 
pound on direct ratio. This differ- 
ence of 17 cents a hundred pounds, 
even if computed on 7000 pounds of 
milk per cow per annum, amounts to 
about $12 per cow, or the tidy sum 
of three million dollars for the one- 
half of the estimated 500,000 cows 
of three million dollars for the one- 
is delivered to handlers and which 
center in butterfat test around 3.5 
per cent.

Education Rather Than Litigation 

Congress passed an act to permit 
government price fixing in this coun- 
try but it is doubtful whether price 
control as applied by the O.P.A. in 
freezing the price of milk to pro- 
ducers on the basis of the fat in milk 
only, which carries half of the et- 
ergy value of the milk or therea- 
bouts, is substantiated by the act.

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functioning of free enterprise in price 
making has not yet been determined 
for instances such as this where the 
government fixed price deprives some 
producers of a _ part of the com- 
mercial value of their product and 
gives that money to other producers. 
But it is always better to embark on 
a program of education than on one 
of litigation. 

Educating the administrative 
pranch of the government is cheaper 
than educating both the administra- 
tive and the judicial in economics. 

Education on this question must 
start with the Federal government 
to get them to see the errors of their 
ways in milk pricing and such errors 
are not confined to compelling pay- 
ment in some areas on a direct-ratio- 
to-fat basis. Some of the others are: 
attempting to replace market price 
with subsidy; practically eliminating 
seasonal variation in price by a fixed 
price not varied enough for season of 
year; establishing fat differentials 
higher in summer than in winter; 
tardiness in deciding and in an- 
nouncing price policy; fixing prices 
of some products too low compared 
with general price levels. Producers 
just do not like paying cash for feed, 
paying the hired man once a week 
and waiting three and a half months 
for a subsidy check. The business of 
this country’s agricultural produc- 
tion, especially of dairy production 
which requires years of planning 
ahead, can not be run efficiently 
from one swimming pool on the At- 
lantic Coast with a lot of people 
waiting for the water to get just 
right before taking the plunge. The 
dairy industry is within a few days 
of announced discontinuance of 
Subsidies; but no announced substi- 
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tute has been forthcoming and a 


substitute there must be; if it is not 


an increase in the market price, it 
must be a reduction in wages to 
somebody. 

Education on this question of buy- 
ing milk on the basis of part of its 
food constituents and then selling 
all of them must continue through 
state officials, boards of directors of 
cooperatives, handlers, breed en- 
thusiasts and others. 

Direct Ratio Outmoded 

Since by the direct-ratio-to-fat 
method of payment producers of 
high test milk enjoy a premium 
over the commercial value of the 
constituents of their milk while pro- 
ducers of moderate test are penal- 
ized. it is to be expected that the 
former will be opposed to, while the 
latter will favor its discontinuance. 
The time seems to have arrived to 
present the issue squarely to federal 
and state administrators of milk 
pricing policy, to producers and to 
handlers. Their decisions should be 
based on economic facts rather than 
on favor or reserve. 

The Federal government can assist 
in correcting this situation by ad- 
mitting the unfairness of it, by dis- 
continuing it, and by recommending 
and permitting other bases of pay- 
ing for milk in regions where it has 
fixed the price strictly on a butterfat 
basis, and by permitting subsidy to 
become a part of the consumer’s 
price. In order to enable producers 
and distributors to work out a fair 
price making policy for the immedi- 
ate future, the Federal government 
should act on this matter without 
delay. 

Breed associations can also help 
to bring about a fair basis of pay-

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ment by educational work with own- 
ers of all breeds of dairy cattle, with 
government officials and with sci- 
entists and handlers, some of whom 
may not yet concede the point. They 
can also encourage local breed or- 
ganizations to insist on fair pricing 
policies in their communities. 


Energy Value of Milk 

It is not yet clear to some persons 
just why the direct-ratio-to-fat basis 
of payment is not a fair way to pay 
producers for whole milk. Consider- 
ing the food value of whole milk 
and of the milk after most of the 
fat has been removed as is done by 
the separation process may help to 
explain why direct-ratio-to-fat is not 
a fair method. All of the protein, 
the carbohydrates, and the minerals, 
as well as the thiamin, and riboflavin 
are contained in the separated part 
of the milk. Since the vitamins A 
and D are associated with the fat, 
they are found in the separated milk 
only in accordance with the amount 
of fat that remains in it. 


In energy contained, that part be- 
low the cream line of milk with a 
3.5 per cent fat content has a value 
equal to that part above the cream 
line. Whole milk for home con- 
sumption has almost twice the energy 
value of the fat contained in the 
milk. The energy value of milk fat 
is considered to be about 9 calories 
per gram, which amounts to 4091 ~ 
calories per pound of milk fat. Fat 
is considered to have a caloric value 
per unit of weight of 2.25 times that 
ot solids-not-fat, which gives milk- 
sclids-not-fat an energy value of 
1818 calories per pound. Since there 
are about twice as many pounds of 
solids-not-fat as there are pounds of 
fat in milk which tests 3.5 per cent

The fat in milk above or below a 
3.5 basic test increases or decreases 
2.86 per cent of the 3.5 base for each 
0.1 per cent, or point as the trade 
ealls it, of fat; that is, 4.5 per cent 
fat milk contains 28.6 per cent more 
fat than 3.5 per cent fat milk. The 
energy value of fat is considered to 
be the same per unit in different 
testing milk, therefore, the energy in 
the fat increases or decreases 2.86 
per cent for each point, the same as 
the fat, and when the price is in 
direct ratio to the fat content it also 
changes 2.86 per cent from the 3.5 
base for each 0.1 per cent fat, the 
same as the energy of the fat con- 
tent of the milk. 

According to analyses made by 
Jacobson, the solids-not-fat in one 
hundred pounds of milk that tests

pounds and in 100 pounds of milk 
that tests 5.0 per cent fat 9.07 Ibs. 
*/ According to Jacobson’s analyses, 
milk  solids-not-fat increase 0.04 
pound for each 0.1% fat content 
of milk. Further work of this na- 
ture is needed at this time. Deduct- 
ing the ash on the basis of average 
analyses from the _ solids-not-fat in 
milk, it is indicated that the energy 
value of _ solids-not-fat increases 
above 3.5 percent or decreases below 
3.5 approximately 0.42 per cent for 
each point or 0.1 per cent fat. The 
energy value of the _ solids-not-fat 
changes insignificantly compared 
with changes in the fat. When it is 
allocated to milks of different tests 
on the basis of the change in the 
energy contained in the fat, which 
changes 2.86 per cent per point of 
fat from a 3.5 base as is done by the 
direct-ratio-to-fat method of pay- 
ment, inequality results in making 
returns to producers for their milk. 


When the calories are computed for 
milk of different tests on the basis of 
the total calories in both the fat and 
the solids-not-fat, they change 1.65 
per cent from the 3.5 per cent fat 
base for each 0.1 per cent fat. When 
producers are paid 2.86 per cent for

each point change and the energy 
value of the total milk changes only 
1.65 per cent for each point of fat 
it is at once apparent that the pro. 
ducers of high test milk have an yp. 
earned price advantage, considereq 
from the energy content. 

The owners of Holstein cattle, gj. 
tho not alone, are probably more 
concerned with this price policy than 
any others because that breed of cat- 
tle produces the largest proportion 
of moderate test milk that reaches 
markets today. 

How the direct-ratio-to-fat basis of 

paying producers underpays the pro- 

ducer of moderate test and Overpays 
the producer of high test milk 

The difference in returns to pro- 
ducers according to test of milk 
when the proceeds from the sale of 
milk at a cooperative plant are made 
to producers on a direct-ratio basis 
as compared with other methods af- 
ter assumptions as to receipts of 
milk at the plant, fat tests, sales and 
expenses have been made are shown 
in table 3. 

In the example used, it is consid- 
ered that one-half of the milk re- 
ceived at the plant is of 3.5 and one- 
half of 4.5 per cent fat, making the 
average test of the plant milk 4.0

When operating ex- 
penses are deducted on a pound of 
fat basis and the returns from the 
sales of skim powder and butter are 
sent back to producers on a fat test 
pasis, the producer of milk that 
tested 3.5 per cent fat receives $2.70 
per 100 pounds for his milk and the 
producer of milk that tested 4.5 per 
cent fat receives $3.47 per 100 lbs. 
This is 8 cents per 100 lbs. of milk 
that tested 3.5 per cent fat less and 
7 cents per 100 Ibs. of milk that 
tested 4.5 per cent fat more than if 
the average expenses per 100 Ibs. 
of milk are deducted from the value 
of the butter and powder in the 
milk, which is robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. Both receive the returns from 
the butter sold on the basis of the fat 
in the milk. But the producer of 
4.5 test milk also receives, by this 
method, more than his proportionate 
contribution to the value of the skim 
powder sold. While it may cost 
some more to get the water out of 
the milk that tests 3.5 per cent fat 
than out of the 4.5 per cent milk 
such cost is not as much as the dif- 
ference in returns and it costs less 
to manufacture and handle the pow- 
der per pound of fat in the 4.5 per 
cent fat milk than in the other milk. 


If, instead of per 100 pounds of 
milk, the total expenses are. allocated 
according to the value of the prod- 
uct, the expenses for the 3.5 test 
producers would be 31 cents per 100 
pounds of milk and the expenses for 
the 4.5 test producers 37 cents per 
100 pounds of milk under the condi- 
tions assumed for the comparisons 
made in the table. The producer of 
3.5 test milk would then receive 
$2.81 per 100 pounds of milk or. 11 
cents more than by the direct-ratio 
method, while the producer of 4.5 
test milk would receive $3.36 per 
100 pounds of milk or 11 cents less 
than by the direct-ratio method. 
This would lessen the price spread 
between the two groups of producers 
22 cents per 100 pounds of milk. 
Types of butterfat price differentials 

Butterfat differentials have too 
often been arbitrary amounts, which 
have continued at the same amount 
for long periods of years regardless 
of the manufacturing value of fat or 
of fluctuations in the basic price of 
milk. This has resulted in dissatis- 
faction among producers with differ- 
ent breeds of cattle; when the basic 
price of milk was high producers of 
high test milk have complained that 
the price differential was too low,

when the basic price was low pro- 
ducers of moderate test milk have 
contended that the price differential 
was too high. To obviate this dis- 
satisfaction, the price differential 
should remain proportional to the 
basic milk price and may be estab- 
lished simply and fairly at some per- 
centage of the basic buying standard 
price without going into a great 
amount of arithmetic. What that 
percentage should be depends upon 
the decision as to what it should be 
based upon. Such percentages are 
readily converted into absolute 
values or vice versa. 

Where it is now based on the fat 
content of the milk, the price differ- 
ential amounts to 2.86 per cent of 
the 3.5 price for each 0.1 per cent 
fat. In about 23 of the 114 milk 
markets reported by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics in their 
Fluid Milk Report, the price is still 
varied by the direct-ratio-to-fat 
method. Considering either the nu- 
tritive or the commercial value of 
the constituents of milk, there is no 
scientific defense that the _ price 
should be varied to producers ac- 
cording to the fat content of milk by 
an amount as large as this. 


If it is to be based on the energy 
value of milk, it should be varied, as 
previously shown, about 1.6 per cent 
of the 3.5 price for each point of fat, 
with proportional percentages for 
other basic tests. 

If based on the additional feed 
cost of producing milk with high fat 
content, so far as available data in- 
dicate, it needs to be anywhere from 
slightly over 1 per cent to approxi- 
mately 2 per cent of the price for 
each point of fat, depending on the 
region of production. Recent data 
on total production costs are not 
available for most markets to indi- 
cate the amount in percentage of the 
basic price for milk for a price dif- 
ferential that would cover the total 
cost of production. 

On the butter-powder value of the 
milk, it amounts to from about 2 to 
2.2 per cent of the basic 3.5 price for 
each point or 0.1 per cent fat in the 
milk. 

Fairer Plan Needed 

To accomplish fair pricing of milk, 
the price differential need not exceed 
1.6 to 2 per cent of the 3.5 test price 
to the producer. At this amount, 
the differential would be reduced 
from 31 to 44 per cent from the di- 
rect-ratio-to-fat basis. 


The producers of moderate test 
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milk do not wish an unfair advan- 
tage in the price which they receive 
for milk in any market. They ask 
that they receive from any fluid milk 
market a price which adequately re- 
flects the premium for which fluid 
milk sells over its commercial manu- 
facturing value on the solids-not-fat 
as well as on the fat in their milk. 
From any blended manufacturing 
operation they expect the share to 
which they are entitled according to 
the contribution to the total net in- 
come from the operation made by 
their milk. 


In a field survey made by the 
writer this summer, the majority of 
plant managers visited said they 
realized the unfairness of the method 
of making returns to producers on a 
fat basis, that they were in sympathy 
with some other basis of returning 
the value of the milk to producers 
than on the pound of fat basis, but 
that the methods of making returns 
to producers were in the hands of 
the Boards of Directors or fixed by 
O.P.A. Naturally, the managers 
were not brave enough to do much 
about it. 


The fairest way to solve this dif- 
ficult situation is’ for government 
officials, boards of directors of co- 
operatives, other buyers of milk and 
the supporters of breeds of dairy 
cattle which produce high test milk 
to take a forward looking approach 
to the pricing of milk to producers 
on some other basis than on the 
pounds of butterfat which it contains 
in markets where that method still 
prevails. 


A life insurance salesman used to 
say to our students, ““You must ad- 
mit that there is no question about 
the desirability of your carrying life 
insurance; the only question is how 
much can you handle now.” # £=The 
direct-ratio-to-fat method of paying 
producers for fluid and manufac- 
tured milk will probably be replaced 
in practically all markets sooner or 
later; the uncertainty seems to be 
how soon. 


If the producers of moderate test 
milk in mid-western and _ western 
markets eliminate this obsolete 
method of making returns, which is 
a relic of the gathered cream days 
when only the cream was delivered 
to the plant, they will have to take 
the ball in their own hands, call the 
signals and do most of the plunging 
and forward passing to reach their 
goal. A few long field runs may 
have to be made.

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New York Annual Meeting 


The 26th Annual Meeting of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation at Poughkeepsie on January 
15th marked the close of the Club’s 
most successful year, and the start 
of an aggressive new program de- 
signed to carry the breed to far 
greater heights next year. 

Membership in 1945 was at the all- 
time high of 2515, a gain of 572 over 
the previous year. Indications, from 
memberships already received for 
1946, are that another substantial 
gain will be recorded. 

Total resources of the Club in- 
creased from $8445 to $12,009 in 
1945, and the 1946 budget is pour- 
ing it right back imto an expanded 
and more aggressive program for 
1946. 

NEW SALES SERVICE 

Hailed as the most important de- 
velopment to come out of the meet- 
ing was the decision to establish a 
sales service for New York Hol- 
steins- $3,000 was put into the 1946 
budget for underwriting the cost of 
getting this new project under way. 
It will be handled on a percentage 
basis (on private sales only). Mar- 
kets for New York Holsteins will be 
sought in foreign countries, and in 
New England and the other states 
of the New York City milkshed and 
along the eastern seaboard to the 
south. Secretary Brown reported in- 
quiries already on hand for 100 head 
for foreign shipment. 

The hiring of a sales representa- 
tive and the working out of final de- 
tails and organization was left in the 
hands of the executive committee 
which will meet soon to get this pro- 
gram under way. 

This project was developed by the 
special committee headed by Carl G. 
Wooster, chairman, with M. S. Pres- 
cott and W. D. Van Valkenburg, in 
cooperation with the board of direct- 
ors. 

NEW OFFICERS 

The board of directors is made up 
of 11 men, one from each of the 11 
districts. The term of office is three 
years. Retiring from the board this 
year were W. D. Van Valkenburg 
and John H. Holser of the Eastern 
New York Club; E. P- Smith of the 
Chenango Club; and Walter Stafford 
of the Clinton-Essex Cllub. Newly 
elected directors are William Pike, 
North Norwich; Hallock Gerow, 
Washingtonville; Grover Guernsey, 
Schoharie; and Favor Smith, Lake 
Placid. 

The new Board held its first meet- 
ing immediately following the ad- 
journment of the annual meeting 
and as its first order of business 
elected the new officers of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Harold Cowles, president for the 
last two years, was reelected for a 
third term after a close race with 
W. D. Van Valkenburg and E. P 
Smith. Adrian Personius was elected 
first vice president and Favor Smith 
second vice president. W. D. Brown 
was reelected secretary and Frank

The Secretary’s Report was not 
read, but summarized, emphasizing 
the new high in membership of 2515, 
the 1096 head classified for type dur- 
ing the year in 51 different herds, 
and the 4-H calf selection days, as 
high points of the 1945 program. 

The Treasurer’s report showed re- 
ceipts of $18.264.02 and disburse- 


ments of $15,702.58, leaving a bal.

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New Jersey Holstein Ass'n Annual Meeting

On January 12th, 175 Holstein 
preeders attended their annual meet- 
ing at New Brunswick, N. J. in the 
Hotel Roger Smith. Dr. Milton J. 
Hoffman, recent visitor to the Neth- 
erlands told of the reclamation of 
50,000 acres of excellent land that 
was salt-water flooded by the Ger- 
mans. He also showed a moving pic- 
ture of Dutch cattle and methods 
used on the dairy farm. Contrary 
to the belief of many, the Germans 
did not carry off many cattle, be- 
cause they needed the butter and 
cheese and commandeered it for their 
armies. 

Dr. J. W. Bartlett reporting on the 
15 year old Holstein breeding ex- 
periment at the Dairy Research 
Farm, Sussex, told of how the pre- 
sent herd being built has descended 
from a few original cows purchased 
in 1931 and that no females had 
been purchased since that date. Not 
only has the fat test been raised 
through closely related matings but 
the average production per cow has 
been increased by more than 2,000 
pounds of milk a year. The future 
program calls for the hybridizing of 
inbred families with other related 
inbreds having similar high test and 
type. It has been found that not all 
families can be inbred, therefore in- 
breeding is a means of improving 
cattle but should not be attempted 
by dairymen on a general scale, be- 
cause very close selection and weed- 
ing must accompany such a program. 


Dr. W. H. Martin, Dean and Direc- 
tor of the College of Agriculture, 
spoke briefly about the experimental 
work during the war years and of 
the many tasks remaining during 
the reconversion period. 

Allen Crissey, Eastern Fieldman, 
presented Progressive Breeder plac- 
ques to M. H. Keeney, Farm Super- 


intendent, of Overbrook Hospital 
Dairy, Cedar Grove, and to Thomas 
H. Benton, Columbia, N. J. Arthur 
Curren and Joseph Shenholm, re- 
spective herdsmen of these herds 
also came in for their share of the 
honors. 

Certificates for cows having pro- 
duced one hundred thousand pounds 
or more of milk in their lifetime 
were presented to the following 
members by E. J. Perry in the name 
of the donor, The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America.

Jersey Holstein Association on January 
Eastern Field Representative of the Hol- 
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Auction Sales of 1945 


Holstein breeders are entitled to feel much pride 
in the outcome of the 1945 auctions. The detailed re- 
port in this issue tells the story in some detail. $4,000,- 
000 is a lot of money. but the market finished strong 
and hungry for more. 

The year’s business was in nearly every way a little 
better than the very good year of 1944—a few more 
head sold at a little higher average—-and a better distri- 
bution of the sales into the higher brackets. 

Only one year has ever recorded a higher average 
in our breed, that being the boom year of 1920. The 
present market, however. is infinitely stronger and more 
satisfactory. In that earlier year, with all the sensa- 
tional tops—nearly a quarter of the sales averaged under 
$200. This past year less than 6% were under $200. 

We commend to the attention of readers the table 
showing the value of production records. If any further 
argument is needed for a production testing program in 
every herd, the results of the sales ring continue to 
furnish it. 

We look forward with confidence to another excel- 
lent Holstein year in 1946. 


Publicizing Herd Test Records 

A question of some significance was raised by Secre- 
tary Norton at the recent meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors. The question was: Shall it be the policy of 
the Association to publicize individual records made in 
Herd: Test? 

The Extension Department had been publicizing these 
individual records for some time through press releases 
to the local papers on the same basis as has long been 
done on meritorious AR records. The papers were using 
them widely in their news columns. The breeders con- 
cerned liked it. 

Yet the question was pertinent, for there has been 
criticism of it. In fact, the World has voiced such critic- 
ism on various occasions, and we were not alone. Our 
reason for questioning the procedure was that the Herd 
Test was set up to encourage testing of entire herds, 
year after year, as a guide to better breeding and better 
herd management. Setting up and publicizing champion- 
ship performances and high individual records tends to 
put competitive pressure on these records which was 
never intended, and which might bring the whole sys- 
tem into disrepute if abused. Yet these records do pro- 
vide a valuable mass of evidence of Holstein superiority 
in production, and perhaps that outweighs the long- 
range dangers. The Board felt so, and so voted by a 
substantial majority. 

This raises one more question. If these individual 
records are to be publicized in local papers with appro- 
priate stories, would it not be worthwhile to publish in 
the World lists of these Herd Test records that meet cer- 
tain standards. At present only the herd averages and 


a few of the very top herd test records find their way 
into the World columns. 


The Ayrshire people publish each month a list of all 
herds with averages above a certain minimum for the 
month, together with credits on top individual cows. 
They claim it is a potent factor in building their Herd 
Test to a point where it comprises a larger percentage 
of their breed than any other breed can show on test. 

The Brown Swiss Association, on the other hand, 
has recently discontinued such a list, but instead is pre- 
senting full details of all lactation records in herds as 
completed, and likewise a summary sheet for each herd 
showing the numbers above certain minimums. 

Both of these breeds are comparatively small beside 
ours. Such a complete listing each month would be un- 
wieldy to handle with our much larger numbers. 

It would seem to be worth considering, however, at 
some early future time, in view of the present declared 
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policy, to publish in the World all completed Herd Test 
records meeting certain minimum standards in the same 
form as the AR records are now presented. Some limit- 
ation would be necessary because of the high and grow- 
ing volume. Complete listings would, of course, appear 
in due course in the Green Book. 

There also remains the great fund of breed informa- 
tion, as yet untapped by our Association, that lies in the 
DHIA records of registered Holstein cows. We will have 
something to say about that soon. 


Stealing Skimmilk 

Call it by whatever fancy name you wish, the prae- 
tice of buying market milk on the basis of a flat price 
per pound of fat is in effect stealing a substantial quan- 
tity of skimmilk from the producer of moderate test milk. 
That is the plain statement of fact, whether you call it 
skimmilk or the new designation of ‘Non-fat Milk 
Solids’, which has been adopted as more in keeping with 
the dignity of the product. Its present values well justify 
respectful terminology. 

Prof. E. G. Misner, who has been making a detailed 
study of Western milk markets for the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, presents his analysis of the 
subject in a special article in this issue of the WORLD. 
With his customary thoroughness, Prof. Misner has 
reduced a complex subject to its fundamentals that can 
be readily understood by the layman. 

At present milk prices, this boils down to a figure 
of 17 cents a hundred pounds that Holstein producers in 
those markets are being penalized for the benefit of 
high test producers. With the large numbers of Hol- 
steins producing for those markets, with their great 
volume of production, this small speculation amounts in 
the aggregate of many million dollars a year, although 
making no difference in the total cost of milk to 
handlers. 


It takes a great breed of cattle to go forward as 
Holsteins have in those areas, saddled with this extra 
weight in marketing their product. The greater apprec- 
iation for the value of non-fat solids of milk that has 
come to the front during the war-period, makes the 
present time opportune to work for the modernization 
of the out-moded milk pricing system still in effect in so 
many of the Western markets. 

The dairy industry has grown to be big business in 
the Western States. It is time to discard the simple and 
outgrown methods of the past and face the economic 
facts.

The Herd Test year ended Septem- 
ber 30th, 1945 at The Eller Farm,

Ibs fat. The highest individual rec- 
ord was 628.6 lbs fat, and the only 
real low producer was a 2-year-old 
heifer that made 300.8 lbs fat in a 
272 day milking period. Sixteen of 
the cows in the above average were 
daughters of Elbro Admiral De Vries. 

Nine cows were not included in 
this report, either because they were 
sold or were not long enough in 
milk. The milking herd at the start 
of the new year numbered 42 head, 
and Bill Lynn, manager, expects to 
build it to 50 head this year with 
the heifers he is now raising.

Ibs this time, with the first four 
months of the test year already com- 
pleted and showing a considerably 
higher level of production than a 
year ago.

dairymen of 32 principal dairy states. 
Mr. Bushek stated that the primary 
purpose of the organization is to hold 
present markets and create new ones 


for dairy products. He reported that 
seventeen research projects are now 
under way on new uses of milk prod- 
ucts. He explained fully the ways in 
which the funds of the association 
are being spent, which had the evi- 
dent approval of this meeting. 

M. S. Prescott, of the World, was 
the second speaker. He gave a pre- 
view of the auction sales summary 
which appears in full in the Feb- 
ruary 2 issue of the World, stressing 
some of the factors which rate the 
Holstein market in 1945 as the best 
in the history of the breed to date. 
A brief outline was given of the Na- 
tional Association plans for develop- 
ing export trade. The major portion 
of the speaker’s time was given over 
to a presentation of the study now 
under way to determine the best 
means of making more effective use 
of DHIA records by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 
After an outline of the problem and 
some of the suggestions which the 
special committee is considering, the 
matter was thrown open for general 
discussion from the floor, the tone of 
which was strongly favorable to the 
basic idea of making at least a start 
in this direction as soon as the office 
situation will permit. 

The final speaker on the program 
was a representative of the Pennsyl- 
vania Farm & Home Safety Commit- 
tee, who presented a series of charts 
which demonstrated in a _ striking 
manner the need of a United farm 
and home accident prevention pro- 
gram. 

Visitors introduced were Dr. M. H. 
Fohrman, of the U. S. Bureau of 
Dairy Industry; Mr. Knapp of the 
Department of Welfare; Sales Man- 
ager R. Austin Backus; National 
Director J. Homer Remsberg; and 
Institution Farm Director Houston.

THE AFTERNOON PROGRAM 


George M. Clemons, Secretary of 
the Holstein-Friesian Ass’n of Can- 
ada spoke briefly on his trip to Great 
Britain which resulted in the accept- 
ance of North American registrations 
for the herd books of the British 
Friesian Society. Relations of Brit- 
ish and North American breeders 
were further cemented by the visit 
last summer of the British delegation 
to the United States and Canada, he 
stated. Breeders were greatly inter- 
ested in Secretary Clemons’ talk, and 
the auditorium was packed. Follow- 
ing his remarks he showed colored 
movies of his recent trip to Chile and 
Argentina with J. J. E. McCague of 
the Canadian Ass’n. 


PANEL DISCUSSION 


One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the afternoon program was 
a panel discussion of the question 
“How can the National and State 
Associations make the best use of 
DHIA records?’’ Professor K. L. 
Turk, Head of the Animal Husbandry 
Department at Cornell University 
was chairman of the panel. Profes- 
sor S. J. Brownell discussed the na- 
ture and purpose of these records 
and something of the procedures that 
are followed at the college and in the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry at Wash- 
ington in making use of these rec- 
ords. 


M. S. Prescott who is chairman of 
a committee of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association of America that is 
now making a study of this subject 
presented some of the information 
which this committee has already 
gathered. It was shown that in the 
eight largest Holstein states there 
are more than seven times as many 
registered Holstein herds in DHIA 
test as are enrolled in the breed 
Herd Test, indicating that some 
method of recognizing DHIA rec- 
ords in the National Association’s 
publications and making available 
the DHIA information generally, 
would provide a service to a very 
greatly expanded number of mem- 
bers. The definite suggestion was 
made that as a start on a broad pro- 
gram in this direction, details should 
be worked out whereby new breeders 
entering the Herd Test would be per-

MEETING < 
The Holstein-Friesian Ags’p of 
Canada will hold its 63rq annual 


meeting at Toronto, Ont., Wednes. 
day, Feb. 6. Headquarters will pe at 
the Royal York Hotel as usual. 

The annual reports of Officers 
showing the best year in the history 
of the association will be presented 
Only one change in the by-laws is 
up for consideration, this being an 
amendment to empower the Board of 
Directors to accept the registration 
of purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle 
imported from other countries sub- 
ject to requirements and regulations 
to be set up by the Board. There wij] 
also be an election of sixteen directors 
from Ontario, of which six will rep- 
resent eastern Ontario and ten West- 
ern Ontario. The directors in the 
other provinces are elected in ad- 
vance by mail votes of the members 
in each province. Announcement is 
made of the results of the recent 
election as follows: British Colum- 
bia—W. H. Hicks, Agassiz; Alberta 
——H. W. Hays, Calgary; Saskat- 
chewan—R. E. Stewart, Regina: 
Manitoba—J. E. Drawford, Winni- 
peg; Quebec—Hon. Antonio Elie, La 
Baie; W. A. Hodge, St. Laurent; 
Jules Montour, Three Rivers; New 
Brunswick—M. L. McCarthy, Sussex; 
Nova Scotia—Courtney B. Lusby, 
Amherst; Prince Edward Island—R. 
A. Profitt, Freetown. 

A matter of great importance on 
the agenda for discussion will be con- 
sideration of a draft of the proposed 
new rules and regulations for the 
conduct of R O P tests. This pro- 
posed plan is to adopt a system very 
similar to the Herd Test in the 
United States, integrating with it a 
system to provide additional super- 
vision for Advanced records on a 
basis of supervision similar to Ad- 
vanced Registry tests in the United 
States. The proposal would require 
monthly tests with a_ preliminary 
milking and with surprise tests and 
automatic re-tests. Following discus- 
sion in open meeting this plan will be 
referred back to the Joint Dairy 
Breeds Committee for final approval 
before its presentation as a recom- 
mendation to the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Principal speaker at the meeting 
will be Dr. Mark Welsh, Director of 
Veterinary Research with the Led- 
erle Laboratory Company, and for 
about 15 years state veterinarian in 
Maryland. He will discuss the sub- 
ject of Bang’s disease control, upon 
which he is very well qualified to 
speak authoritatively. 

While it is still impossible to have 
a banquet, the association has ar- 
ranged an outstanding entertainment 
program to be followed by a dance 
Wednesday evening. 


As usual, a number of guests are 
expected from the United States. The

“Julius’’), a beautiful individual, 
strong head, neck like a race horse, 
straight top line, broad rump and an 
outstanding udder, lots of quality 
all the way through. We asked Floyd 
Betz (head man in the test barn) 
what this cow had done in the way 
of production and he informed us 
that she had just finished in Novem- 
ber with 1210.3 lbs. fat and 31820 
lbs of milk as a Sr. 5-year-old, this 
making her the fifth daughter of 
“Governor” with a better than 1200 
lb. fat record. Her breeding was 
very interesting to me as I found out 
that her dam, Carnation Inka May 
Princess with a record of 973 lbs. of 
fat in a year is a full sister to the 
dam of Carnation Emperor and thus 
a maternal sister to ‘‘Sandy’”’ himself. 








In fact, this newest 1200 lb. fat pro- 
ducer carries 100% the same blood 
as Carnation Emperor (if that helps 
you any, Maurice), the dam of ‘“‘Jul- 
ius’ being a twin sister to the dam of 
‘“‘Emperor.’’

Down in the Lower Barn 


Down in the lower barn Rube and 
I came across Carnation Perfection 
Veeman, who is the first better than 
1000 lb. fat daughter of Carnation 
Ormsby Perfection, this good cow 
making 1008.6 lbs. fat and 26405.9 
Ibs. milk with an average test of 
3.8% fat in 5-year-old form. If you 
had been with Rube and myself as 
we walked through the Carnation 
test barn, you would have liked Car- 
nation Homestead Ormsby, a great 
individual that had just finished with 
right at 983 lbs. fat and 25567.8 Ibs. 
milk in 5-year-old form with a 
3.85% test. She is a daughter of 
“Governor” and if she has any sons 
around the country, they should 
make real herd headers. Rube 
stopped in front of a cow named Car- 
nation Princess Perfection that has 
made 1031 lbs. fat and 32488 Ibs. 
milk in the first 342 days. She will 
be the highest record daughter of 
Carnation Ormsby Perfection when 
she finishes this month. This fine 
cow is well along in calf to “Ring- 
leader’ and her calf has already been 
spoken for if it is a bull. Another 
“Perfection” daughter that we liked 
was Carnation Perfection Heilo 
Bessie that will make between 995 
and 1000 Ibs. fat, she also will finish 
the last of January. Joe Hill will be 
glad when he hears how these ‘“Per- 
fection’’ daughters are going to town 
in the Carnation herd. Too bad that 
Mr. Hill’s health caused him to dis- 
perse his herd just when it was get- 
ting somewhere in the _ breeding 
game. 


The Young Bull Barn 


When we came to the young bull 
barn, Rube said, ‘“‘Vid, just try and 
pick out the best calf in this lot.” 
Well, pick I did and _ selected a 
choice, dark colored calf about ten 
months old (I thought). Rube 
laughed when I made my pick and I 
laughed too, when he told me that 
the calf I had selected was a son of 
“Imperial” and the $10,000 cow, 
“Dark Dawn.” This calf, named Car- 
nation Imperial Transmitter was 
born March 18, 1945 and what a 
Junior Yearling he will be this fall 
(whether Carnation shows or not). 
This bull is destined to remain in the 
Carnation herd and will be given 
every opportunity. His dam _ will 
probably go on test the next time 
that she freshens. In the lower barn 
we saw “Dark Dawn,” looking as 
well as when I saw her in the ring at 
Waukesha the day she sold for $10,- 
000 to Carnation Farms. Another 
fine calf in the barn is Carnation 
Homestead Revelation, an April son 
of Governor of Carnation from the 
1174 lb. Grand Champion winner, 
Willowdale Skylark Beauty, who is 
one of the few cows that Carnation 
has purchased within the last ten 
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years. When I visited the Carnation 
herd in December, 1942, Rube talked 
about puying this cow and butting 
her on test, breeding her to ‘“‘Gover- 
nor” in the hope of getting a future 
herd sire. Now that has all been 
realized in the three year period. The 
next time I go to Carnation, I sup- 
pose I will see some of this bull’s 
gons and daughters. Guess that you 
and I are getting old, Maurice, you 
a grandfather (not me, yet) and the 
writer with creaky joints. 

Another fine calf in the young bull 
barn is the maternal brother to 
“Black Magic,’”’ this son of “Tilda” 
peing sired by Carnation Renown. 
All the rest of the bulls in the barn 
have been sold and were awaiting 
shipment to customers in the U. S. 
and South America. 

Improvement Noted 

Really, Maurice, you should visit 
Carnation Farms when you get the 
chance. I was simply amazed at the 
improvement that has been made in 
this herd in recent years. Along one 
side of the three time barn are as 
fine a lot of 2-year-old heifers as one 
would want to find. Plenty of scale 
and constitution as well, quality to 
burn and udders that you will like. 
All Carnation herd sires are repre- 
sented (that is, the younger herd 
sires) in this string that are now 
being hand milked for the first time 
in three years.

Herd Sire Barn 

Up in the bull barn we came to 
the All-American winner and 1939 
National Dairy Show Grand Champ- 
ion, Carnation Renown. Say, Maur- 
ice, this bull will weigh right at 2600 
lbs. and he still will show with the 
best of them. Carnation Ringleader 
how is the heaviest bull in the herd 
—Rube tells me that he will weigh 
3000 lbs. before he gets through 
growing and I think that he will hit 
that mark without doubt. He is 
about as black a bull as I have ever 
Seen and he should give Carnation 
plenty of size along with quality in 
the years to come. Rube told me to 
keep my eyes open and watch the re- 
ports about their new -herd sire, 
hamed Carnation Ensign, who is a 


son of ‘“Chieftain’’ from ‘‘Lassie,”’ 
the 1066 lb. full sister to the three 
times All-American winner, Carna- 
tion Governor Imperial. This was, 
of course, the first time I had ever 
seen “Black Magic.” Just turned 
three years of age, this bull is siring 
some fine typed sons and daughters 
in the Carnation herd. In fact my 
good friend (and yours, MSP), 
Henry Duve, Carnation herdsman, 
thinks that they are just about the 
finest calves that they have ever had 
born on the place, and that is high 
praise, indeed, from the fisherman’s 
husband (Mrs. Duve goes fishing 
every day and seldom returns with- 
out a 10-lb. steelhead, whatever that 
is). Henry looked rather thin, I 
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thought. Guess this manpower short- 
age has not helped Henry any. 
However, they now have a full crew 
including the president of the lower 
level railroad (if you know’what I 
mean). ‘Imperial’ is laid up with 
a bad stifle and his days are probably 
numbered. However, Carnation 
Chieftain is still in service. 
Calf Barn and Dry Cows 

Henry Duve took charge of us as 
we came to the calf barn and dry 
cow string. We found our old favor- 
ite ‘‘Mutual,’’ who is the 1333 Ib.

Not far 
down the line was ‘‘Madcap,’’ World 
Champion with a record of 41,943 
lbs. milk and 1392 lbs. of fat in a

GooD SILAGE FOR COWS 

Grass silage made from timothy, 
either fertilized with nitrogen or un- 
fertilized, is a satisfactory substitute 
for corn silage in the ration of milk- 
ing cows, S. R. Skaggs* and §. I. 
pechdel _ believe. Two hundred 
pounds of hominy feed per ton of 
green material was blown into the 
silo to act aS a preservative when 
the grass was cut. 

Nitrogen fertilization of the tim- 
othy seemed to improve it for silage 
from the standpoint of milk produc- 
tion. However, the cows did not 
relish the silage from the fertilized 
plots, perhaps because it was coarse 
and stemmy, as they did that which 
came from unfertilized areas. The 
difference in feeding value did not 
appear to be great. 

Herbage yields per acre were only 
slightly increased by nitrogen fer- 
tilization. This difference would 
have been much greater if the nitro- 
gen-treated timothy had not lodged, 
a condition which made it impossible 
to harvest the entire increased 
growth. The fertilized timothy was 
treated with sufficient ammonium 
nitrate early in 1944 to supply 75 
pounds of nitrogen per acre. This 
heavy application was made to deter- 
mine the effect of all the nitrogen 
that possibly could be utilized by the 
plants on their protein content.

QUICK FROZEN MILK NEW WAR 
PRODUCT 

Wounded soldiers in overseas hos- 
pitals and on hospital ships may now 
have milk that tastes as if it just 
came from the cow—the result of a 
new method of quick-freezing whole 
milk recently announced by the War 
Department. According to Brigadier 
General, R. A. Kelser, director of the 
Veterinary Division of the Office of 
Surgeon General, which developed 
the method, the milk, when thawed 
out, has a natural appearance, good 
flavor, fresh taste, no separation of 
constituents and low bacteria count. 
The milk is frozen with extreme rap- 
idity to 20 degrees below zero. It 
freezes into tiny crystals and upon 
thawing assumes its original condi- 
tion. Modern paper bottles are 
used.

2. Many cows were definitely helped 
by removing the undesirable accu- 
mulation in the udded and removy- 
ing the pressure. 

3. Experiments indicate that it is 
possible to eliminate edematious 
(hard congested) conditions in 
the udders and on the bellies of 
heifers and cows. 

4. Evidence indicates that prepar- 
tum milking may prevent milk 
fever and mastitis if started five 
or more days before freshening. 

5. Cows pre-milked could be brought 
to full feed quicker than cows not 
pre-milked. 

6. The data to date indicates that 

pre-milking increases total milk 

production slightly. 

The carotene content declined in 

the blood, but rose in the milk as 

a cow approached parturition. 

8. Calves fed milk from perpartum 
milked cows needed extra vitamin 
A in some cases because normal 
colostrum does not exist at time 
of calving. 

Bacteriological observations made 
by Reid substantiate these findings 
and show: 

1. That regardless of previous or 
subsequent condition of the ani- 
mal, all animals showed strep- 
tococci in the udder by routine 
tests at time of parturition. 

2. That in animals in which there 
was no subsequent udder trouble 
these streptococci disappeared by 
standard tests a few days after 
parturition. 

3. That more streptococci were evi- 
dent in the case of older animals 
as a general rule. 

4. That the enterococci and deriva- 
tions thereof were most numerous 
although other streptococci were 
frequently found.—Pennsylvania 
Station.

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‘PRODUCTIVITY OF PASTURE 
IMPROVES WITH TREATMENT 
Unproductive pastureland may be 


greatly improved if it is torn up, 
limed,. fertilized, and seeded to more 


productive species of grasses and 
legumes, J. K. Thornton, A. W. 
Clyde, S. I. Bechdel and others who 


are assisting in pasture and forage 
crop research agree. The work at 
State College was. started three 
years ago by the U. S. Regional Pas- 
ture Research Laboratory in co-op- 
eration with the Pennsylvania Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. Trials 
now are under way in Susquehanna, 
Huntingdon, and Crawford counties 
a8 Well as at State College. 

Plots have been prepared (scari- 
fied) with various tools including a 
bush-and-bog harrow (heavy cuta- 
way disk) field cultivator, disk plow,

moldboard plow and sweep culti- 
vator. 
Plots, shallow moldboard plowed 


in 1942, yielded less forage in 1943 
than those that were disked. In 1944 
yields of these plots were practically 
the same although the plowed plots 
showed more evidence of erosion be- 
fore the new seeding became estab- 
lished. Approximate weights of dried 
herbage per acre secured in 1944 
from plots prepared in 1943 were: 
From plots prepared with a heavy 
disk and field cultivated, 2000 lbs. 
disk plowed plus one disking, 1900 
lbs. ; moldboard plowed shallow, 
1500 lbs.; and sweep cultivated plus 
one disking, 1300 Ibs. 

Besides being a commonly avail- 
able farm tool, the moldboard plow 
requires less energy than the other 
tools. Shallow moldboard plowing 
utilized approximately 12.6 drawbar 
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horse power hours per acre in com- 
parison with 14.5 for the field culti- 
vator plus once over with the heavy 
disk, and 17.6 for three heavy disk- 
ings. An ordinary disk harrow 
might be used for work of this kind, 
but it is rather a weak tool for tear- 
ing up dense sod and unless heavily 
weighted makes little impression on 
hard spots.—Pennsylvania Station.
